The Liberty Volunteer Fire Department has a work- 
ing agreement with Freedom, Montville, Searsmont and 
Palermo. We hope to include Washington this year. 


The Fire Department pays all light, heating, and 
furnace repairs on the heating plant in the fire station. 
The Town office draws its heat and lights from this same 
source. 


In the past year the Second Scott-Air Pac was pur- 
chased, as per agreement, and is now in service. Training 
schools will be conducted throughout the year in the 
operations of these and the various fire fighting equipment 
now in use. 
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The total expenditures of the Fire Department from 
January 1, 1961 to December 31, 1961 were $798.40. 
Fuel for furnace, $112.29; Lights $58.46; Scott-Air Pac, 
$237.75; Insurance, $82.50; to mention but a few of the 
major items.

Signal lights were installed on both trucks. These 


being the type that can be turned into emergency lights 
(all four lights flashing at once) when at the scene of 
a fire. Also, the 1954 Chevrolet has been equipped with 
a two way radio. The radio was paid for from the Two- 
Way Radio Account that was set up some years ago. The 
money came from burning grass and forest fire money. 


The two-way radio is on the Citizens Band Fre- 
quency. There are three base stations and three mobile 
units in addition to the unit in the fire truck. This enables 
the Department to be served by seven units in the limits 
of Liberty. There are 25 to 30 other such units in the 
area that stand by on our frequency when we have a 
fire. They do this so that if we need extra units, assistance, 
or relay to our base station, they will be able to help us. 
This gives us the equivalent of up to fifty units that the 
Department may call upon for help. 
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Plans are to equip the 1945 Army truck with a used 
radio if one of desirable condition can be found. Also, 
the Fire Department will hold a license for these units.

The difference of $51.75 was made up from previous 
years surplus.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


For the Town of Liberty 
For the year ending Dec. 31, 1961 


Years have passed since first the Public Health 
Nurse and Community joined hands for promoting better 
health within our jurisdiction. As we look backward, we 
see, from a very slow start, the combined effort has been 
worthwhile. Today with our broader facilities, improved 
means of communication and transportation, we really 
can feel a measure of accomplishment. This could only 
have come about through our faith in each other and 
our ability to work together. I am proud to have been 
a member of your team. 

The following is a brief statistical report of special 
activities in 1961: | 

Three Child Health Conferences were held with a 
total attendance of 44 infants and preschools. 

One school immunization clinic was held. 40 small- 
pox vaccinations, 86 diphtheria and tetanus inoculations 
and 40 polio inoculations were given. 71 hearing tests, 
62 school physical examinations and 40 urine tests were 
part of the school health program. 

In 1962, plans are formulated to carry out the Child 
Health Conference and school health programs. It will 
be necessary to have another polio clinic to give the 
recommended fifth or booster dose for continued im- 
munity. 

In closing, I wish to thank everyone for their splendid 
co-operation.

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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
Industrial — Recreational 


Report 


1961 was the year of initial establishment of this commit- 
tee. The firsh phase of our work for the year was to look 
closely at the purpose of our existance, organize the 
committee, and establish a program of action. 


To more clearly understand the purpose of the committe’s 
existance, we visited the Offices of the Department of 
Economic Development in Augusta, and discussed organ- 
ization, planning and state assistance; we studied the 
activities of other committees, through materials supplied 
by the DED. As a result of these meetings and discussions 
it was established that our prime purpose should be to 
promote the Town of Liberty, to encourage the develop- 
ment of small industries, to assist existing businesses, to 
boost the Town’s recreational advantages, in short to 
increase the flow of dollars into the Town’s economy. 


Steps taken to achieve these aims: 


1. The preparation of an industrial survey. Although 
prepared primarily for the purpose of acquainting 
potential industrialists with the Town of Liberty, 
we have sold several copies in order to aid in the 
financing of the committee’s activities. 


2. Met and communicated with several prospective 
clients, acquainted them with the Town’s poten- 
tials, and studied their needs. 


3, The committee has been directly responsible for 
newspaper and television picture stories publiciz- 
ing Liberty’s recreational potential. 
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4. Recently the committee has prepared and printed 
advertising circulars stressing our central location 
for distribution to summer visitors, and to be used 
as mailing pieces in following up leads. 


5. The committee has established a system of camp 
checks whereby for a small fee an out of town or 
out of state property owner may have their prop- 
erty checked for break-ins and weather damage 
at regular intervals. This serves two purposes - it 
creates a warm relationship between the-Town and 
its non-resident. property owners, and secondly 
provides another source of revenue to aid in the 
financing of the committees promotional program. 


6. Several dances and record hops have been spon- 
-sored by the committee with a double objective 
in mind - providing social activities for the youth 

of the Town and a slight revenue return. 


7. In conjunction with the CD a small building has 
been leased from Mrs. Collins, to provide office 
space for both organizations. Cleanup and re- 
modeling will continue on this structure when 
weather permits. 


Active on the central committee have been: Wesley 
Marple, John Feeney, Mel Chadwick, Maurice Benner, 
Ernest Hooper, Stewart Prescott, George Sprague, John 
Bailey, Jesse Clark, Steven Jewett, and David Wester- 
field. The committee extends to the Town its thanks for 
its continued support. We are reminded constantly that 
development is a community undertaking. Your ideas 
will ge greatly appreciated.

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TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


The Town of Liberty owns three Town Forest areas 
and two Town Parks. These areas, though important in 
themselves, are only a portion of the forest lands within 
the town’s boundaries, that must be protected by the 
town from insects, disease, and fire. 


The first of the town forest areas to be taken up is 
the “Perkins Tract”. This tract was acquired and set up 
with the Waldo County Soil Conservation Service for 
forest management in 1947. This 100 acre tract, is located 
in the north-eastern corner of the town. Forest land 
management of any type was not practiced on this area 
until the spring of 1961, when 3,000 Norway Pine were 
planted in the old fields near the house. The cost of 
planting was approximately $84.00, of which the Con- 
servation District reimbursed to the town approximately 
$67.50. 


During the winter of 1962, the Town Forester began 
selectively cutting a small block of 5 acres of overmature 
balsam fir, 50% of which shows red rot. This operation, 
not complete at this date will yield about 25 cords of 
balsam fir pulpwood, which when delivered to the mill 
will net the town about $3.05 per cord, or $76.25. It is 
recommended that the bounds of this town owned lot be 
surveyed and blazed, as the boundries are not definable. 


The “Cayford Tract” is a 62 acre lot located in the 
western end of Hostile Valley. This tract was set up with 
the Conservation District in 1946. Several thousand trees 
of various species were planted on this tract in 1946 and 
1947. In 1957, a small portion of this tract was first 
utilized as a town dump. During the spring of 1961, a 
small wildfire developed from this dump which caused 
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the burning of about three acres. The burned area was 
planted with 1,500 Norway Pine, and a fire break was 
bulldozed around the dump area for the protection of 
adjacent timber lands. The cost of reforesting this burned 
portion was approximately $42.00, of which the Con- 
servation District reimbursed the town approximately 
$33.75. 


The ‘‘Freedom Lumber Co. Lot’”’, was approved as a 
Town Forest at the 1961 town meeting. This lot of land 
is located about one mile southeast of Black Mountain. 
Forest management practices cannot commence on this 
lot until a proper survey of the lot has been completed. 
The Town received $143.00 for stumpage from this land 
in 1961. 


The Marshall Shore Town Park; located on the 
southwesterly shore of St. George Lake has received 
some attention in the past year or so. In 1960, many trees 
dangerous to the public were removed. In 1961, with 
the. aid of the Committee of Economic Development and 
members of the Liberty Volunteer Fire Department, the 
remnants of an old camp were torn down and hauled 
away and about 75 yards of gravel were hauled in to 
increase the parking area. 


| The Liberty Volunteer Fire Department has donated 
three picnic tables to be used in this area. Several trash 
barrels have been donated and are maintained by the 
donors. It is tentatively planned to provide rest room 
facilities for this area in the coming year. 


The Stevens Pond Town Park; located on the north- 
erly shore of Stevens Pond, was opened up in 1959 and 
1960, when 1,500 yards of sand were removed from the 
bank. The sand, used in the winter stock pile, saved the 
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town a purchase price of $150.00. Due to the sandy com- 
position of the area, a gravel composition drive is planned 
to permit autos and boat trailers to reach the shore 
without the danger of getting stuck. Some repair to the 
town owned dam is necessary, in order that Stevens Pond 
may continue to be an asset to the community. 


Our woodland areas contribute a great deal to the 
economy and esthetic value of our community. They 
provide an important part of the livelyhood of many of 
the community’s inhabitants, and to others they are a 
source of beauty, and relaxation. Our woodlands both 
privately and publically owned, in conjunction with our 
lakes and waterways, are a continuing and growing 
attraction to vacationers, and hunters. It is our obligation, 
as caretakers of this heritage, to protect these valuable 
resources not only from fire, but also from disease. The 
eradication of White Pine Blister Rust bearing plants is 
essential at regular intervals in order to adequately 
protect our woodland assets.

Pursuant to the request of your municipal officers 
I have completed an audit of the books of account and 
records of the Town of Liberty for the fiscal year ended 
January 31, 1962. 

The audit was conducted in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted auditing standards and therefore includ- 
ed all procedures deemed necessary in the circumstances. 
The audit included a verification of cash and a review and 
analysis of the accounts of the assessors, selectmen, 
treasurer, tax collector, excise tax collector and town 
clerk. A test check of taxes receivable, unpaid tax liens 
and accounts receivable was made in a manner considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 

Your attention is invited to the appended comments 
and to the suggestions and recommendations which are 
considered to be worthy of your consideration. 

In my opinion, subject to the following comments, 
the appended exhibits and schedules fairly present in 
accordance with generally accepted principals of munici- 
pal accounting consistently maintained, the financial 
condition of the Town of Liberty at January 31, 1962 
and the results of the operations for the year then ended.
